The Fighting in Cuba. 

Bearing in mind that the intelligence 
ffom Ouba is. generally not fit to be much 
relied on; we Still rejoice that the latest is 
favorable to the insurgents, indicating a 
highly important vietory over the Spanish 
troops near Puerto Principe after a long 
and desperate battle, the fortunes of which 
seemed Jo waver from side to side almost 


to the very last. The Spanish “troops, if” 


they have gufffred such a signal defeat and 


‘such great losses as the telegraphic dis- 


patches describe, can hardly be in a condi- 
tion, for a considerable time to come, to 


resume offensive operations: Time, at 


least, will be given for the arrival of any 
re-enforcements, which, lawfully or unlaw- 
fully, may manage to get off from the 
United States, and pestilence wilt have 


‘fall opportunity to do whatever mortal 


work it is capable of doing. 

The number of the insurgent. troops in 
the late battle, our readers will see,is set 
down as Over seven thougand,-and that of 
the Spaniards as only three thousand five 
hundred. It seems strange that the Span- 
iards; with such inferior numbers, could 
‘make so good a fight, but it is to be sup- 
posed that they were incomparably supe- 
rior to the insurgents in arms, discipline, 
and experience. Still the fact that the in- 
surgents deemed themselves fighting for 
independence and the subversion of an 
old and hated tyranny shculd have gone 
very far to make up for many disadvan- 
tages. Never, during the late civi] war in 
this country, did Southern troops, how- 
ever raw or ill-armed, sustain defeat in a 
battle between equal numbers.

The English Sermon Trade. 

The trade in sermons (manuscript sermons 
sold to clergymen for use fn the pulpit,) is an 
English institution, as nowhere else do we 
see them 60 frecly advertised.

The news- 
papers, which circulate more eapecia lly among 
the clergy of the English establishment, 
have regularly contained advertisements 
ofiering orignal, striking and orthodox mannu- 
script se mons for sale, and the fact of thei?

She had be- 
come a positive burden to bim, and he went about 
her as if solemaly disected by con- 
actence.

THE FEDERAL COURT FORGERY. 


One of McCarthy’s Attorneys on How 
the Case Came Into Court. 


[To the Editor of the Courservournal.| 


An alticle under the heading “A Claim Agent 
in Trouble” appears in your paper of this morn- 
ing, which, without @ proper explanation, wil! 
bavea tendency to prejudice John McCarthy, 
Esq., the agent alluded too, in the public mind, 
and have an fnjurious effect upon the itnvestiga- 
tion of the case, which tatyet to take place before 
the proper tribunal, and deny to Mr. McUartby 
an impartial trial. Such atrial he desires, that 
he may vindicate his reputation from a foul slan- 
der, and shew up to public scorn and contenpt 
those who are making use of Catharine Sullivan 
to vent their spite upon him, 

Eome time in 1968, perhaps in January, Jérry 
Sullivan, husbend of Catharine Sullivan, who 
claimed that she was a creditor of Hugh Farreli, 
he having been a boaader of his for some time, 
brought to the office of McCarthy the discharge 
papers of sald Farrell, and requested him to 
prosecute the claim for additional bounty due 
him under the act of Congress. Her object seom- 
ed to be to secure the board bill due her by Far- 
rell. The necessary papers were made out. Far- 
rell not beimg present tney were handed to Mr. 
Sullivan, with instructions to him to have them 
filled up where blanks had been left for dates, 
and -igned by Farrel! and properly witnessed. In 
a short time Mr. Sullivan returned the papers 
that had been prepared, signed as it purported 
by Farrell and witnessed by Mrs. Sullivan. The 
proper affidavit was then made by the witness,

without apy tntention 

notary’s signature to the certificate is genuine 
and can be proven by a number who know 
and are familiar with his handwriting. and if a 
misgiake or error in the date of his certificate 
was made it was without an intention to defraud 
the Government, or any one whatever. The pa- 
pers being then prepared in due form,as Mc- 
Carthy believed, they were forwarded to the 
proper department at Washington for examina- 
tion and payment. In a reasonable time after- 
ward the claim was allowed and returned to Mc- 
Carthy, and he received the money on the check, 
which was sent to bim, and which be had a right 
to receive as the agent and attorney of Farrell. 
Upto this time everything went on smoothly 
with Mrs. Sullivan, and she, having learned from 
McCartby that he had received the money on 
Farrell’s claim, demanded that{the same be paid 
tohberas the creditor of Farrell. She was in- 
formed that she could not receive the money nn- 
less Farrell was present to execute the proper re- 
ceipt. She then informed McCarthy that Farrel 

was dead, and upon Investigation he (McC.) ascer- 
tained that Farreil bad died before the applica- 
tion’ was made, and that some person other 
than Farrell had been imposed upon, the notary 
to rep. esent Farrell. Mrs. Sullivan was then in- 
formed that she could recéive no part of the 
money: that it must be paid to bis widow and 
children, if any were living. Mrs. Sullivan, not 
to be defeated in her effort te collect her demand 
against Farrell, procured administration to Mr. 
John Kaye on his estate, who demanded pay- 
ment of the claim, which was refused, and Mc- 
Carthy, baving learned that Farrell left no widow 
or cbildren, and had no relativeg In this country, 
wrote to the department at Washington to know 
what disposition to make of the money he had 
received, and, upon instructions, paid over the 
money to the Government, and has the receipt of 
the proper officer therefor. The letterasking ad- 
vice as to what disposition to make of the money 
was written before any prosecution was com- 
menced, or even spoken of by any one. 

Mrs. Sullivan, Qoding she was not likely to get 
the money she claimed tobe due her, procured, 
under the advice of others who interested them- 
selves In the matier, a warrant to be issued, 
and McCarthy was arrested and appeared before 
the Commissioner of the United States District 
Court, and, upon a full investigatioa, he was dis- 
charged. ‘But parties seem not to be satisfied, 
and another prosecution has been com- 
menced. If there have been fraud in this mate 
ter, other parties, and not McCarthy, are the 
guilty persons—he has been made use of to procure 
a claim set up against Farrell’sestate. Farrell's 
death was concealed from McOarthy until the 
claim bad been allowed by the Government, and 
Mrs. Sullivan now finds it convenient, in order to 
be revenged on McCarthy for defeating the pay- 
ment of her claim, to deny her signature as a 
witness, because she has aiso ascertained that 
such a witnessing ef what purports to be Farrell’s 
signature and her affidavits, all done and made 
after his death, might bring her Into a difficulty, 
apd she is attempting to release herself and 
throw the odium upon McCarthy. A suspension 
of opinion on the part ef the public ts asked un- 
til an investigation Is had, which Mr. McCarthy 
is anxious for, that his full vindication may be 
established.
